Forces the Boers to 
Retreat. 



Outflanked and Beaten the 
Enemy Abandon Strong 
Positions. 



British Follow Up the Abvantage 
With Great Efflcency 
and Gain- 



By Associated Press. 

London, Msiy 7. — Lord Koborts reports 
to the war oflici' in ii dcsptch, dntod 
.Snialdeel, May U, afternoon, as follows:^ 

"Wc crossed the Vet river this morn- 
ing nnd arc now encamped at Smaldeel 
.Inaction. 

"The enemy is in full retreat towards 
Ziiiid river and Kroonstad. 

'•Tho turning inovi'iuent was made by 
the mounted infantry just before darlc 
yt'sterdny. 

'•It was n very dasliing nffnir. The 
Onnadiniis, Now South "Wales, New 
Zi'nlauders' and Queeuslanders' mounted 
iufnntry vieil with eueh other in 11 de- 
termination to close with the enemy. 

"Capt.- Anley, of the Essex regiment, 
commnndlng the third infantry battalion, 
bclinved in u very gallant manner. 

"The naval guns and the artillery 
made excellent practice, particularly two 
live-inch guns used for tho first time 
witli this force. 

"We captured -a Maxim and 25 prison- 
ers. 

"Our casualties are very few— 15 
woundiKl, 1 killed and 3 missing." 

Smaldeel, May 0. — Tlio moveniont that 
culminated; in the capture of Wiuburg 
nnd Smaldeel . was part of a great gen- 
eral movement extending, from Gen. 
Hunter on the west to Geni< Bundle on 
the east. Lord Hoberts*- " admirable 
strategy resulted in placing teverywKere 
live British to one Boer.' Out of what 
appears the inextricable confusion of di- 
visions and brigades, order was ' quickly, 
evolved, and the Boers were compelled 
to Dieet Lord lloberts under nnfavor- 
able conditions. 

What i» more iniiKirtnut is tliiit the. 
British are now able to wait. Their 
front and strong positions are safe in 
tlie knowledge that their Hanking col- 
umns will advance and outllaiik the 
Boers, yet the Boers held a really strong 
position, from which earlier in the cam- 
paign they could only have boon forced 
by hard lighting. Gen. Hamilton's ar- 
rival at Winburg, although not directly 
outilanking the Boers, made tlieir posi- 
tion . extremely uncomfortable. Gen. 
Hutton's movement on the left was even 
more sncces.'sful than at first imaijiiiwl. 
I-'^orty Boors were killed. The march 
to-day was short, I)ut Gen. Pole-Carew's 
division is marching on our left to-day, 
and Gen. jMnxwell's brigade \n to cross 
the river before niglit. Lord Itoborts 
has been very strict in liis exaniiuations 
of tho farms, with the result of dis- 
closing the fact that nearly every liouso 
is a miniature arsenal. Martinis, Mans- 
ers and ammunition l)eiiig found. 

If these had not been discovered the 
army would be leaving in its roar tho 
material in men and arms for a danger- 
ous nioveinont amoiig the inhabitants. 

All along the railway the culverts. 
v,-herever of any size, have been utterly 
dostroye<l, but the engineers hope to 
make a detour in some cases, and in oth- 
ers they will fill up the gaps. 

Three of the four spans of the Vet riv- 
er bridge have been utterly destroyed, 
and it will be necessary to make a tem- 
porary lino down the river bed, as nt the 
Modder. 

Reports have boon heard this :iftor- 
noon showing that more culverts and 
bridges are being destroyed northward.

London, May 7.— The nnnals of (ser- 
vice demonstrations contain no records of 
scenes of enthusiasm to parallel those 
with which tho naval heroes of Lady- 
smith, the offloers And crew., of .the Brit- 
ish first-class cruiser Powerful, were 
greeted in London to-day. The scenes in 
the streets were remarkable and inspir- 
ing. The whole route was a floating 
muss of color and the entlraslasni display- 
ed was of the most frantic description. 

The flags of all nations, banners and 
mottoes, formed an almost coiitinnous 
canopy for Uapt. Lambton and the con- 
tingen't of the. Powerful to pass, under. 
Stands were erected;'at nil "the podnts. of 
vantage; the houses 'werfj cro'wded 'with 
spectators, and air sorts and: conditions 
of mch7 ' women ■ and • .':.chdldren .■ in the 
str'eetB-' below, -vied'nvith' one another to 
honor', the gallant sailors, who saved 
Ladysmith;';'-' • ■• v - 

There' was one continuous roar of 
greetings, the waving of handkerchiefs, 
Hags and hats as the naval brigade, with 
the khaki colored gnus, inarched from j 
the depot to the Horse Guards pariule, 
where the Prince of AVales, in \miform 
of an admiral of the fleet, accompanied 
liy tlie First Lord of the Admiralty, :*Ir. 
George J. Gosclien, and a number of 
high naval and nuiiitnry ollicers, inspect- 
ed the blue-jackets. They were surround- 

1 l)y thousands. 

The march of tho naval brigade of the 
Powerful I'joni the Admiralty to Mansion 
House was nuirked by more cheering 
crowds of i)eople than Loiulou ]n\'A sceo 
for many days. Around the Mansion 
Ilou.^e the sailors' admirers were clust- 

red in such numl)Oir< ihat ail business 
was suspended. Hundreds of policemen 
struggled to clear the w:iy for the do- 
femlers of Ladysmith. Hut from all 
parts of the (country men and women 
had come and tliey weri' determined to 
■:c!e Capt. Lambton, his tiny midshipmen 
md trusty tars aud tlioy s-truggled to 
Ltet on window ledges and forced their 
way ;iuto oilices. There they waited un- 
til an occasional cheer broke into a roar 

lunouncing the arrival of the. sailors. 
Capt. Ijainbton, riding, wearing a cocketl 
hat, followed one hundred mounted police- 
men who had prepored the route, and 
the band of the Coldstream Guards. Be- 
hind Captain' Lambton' AvaBi ai liugle 
band, after '\vhioh came the blue-jackets. 
Amid thundt^rous cheering and the wav- 
ing of flags from several hundred thous- 
and people they entered Royal Exchange 
and sat down to tea. This finished tht;y 
marched hack to the station aud return- 
ed to Portsmouth this evening, after re- 
ceiving one of the greatest ovations ever 
tendered by people of London to tlie Brit- 
isli navy. 

GENEROUS CAPE COLONY. 

In the Midst of Their Own Troubles 
Mindful of Others. 

Ottawa, May 7. — Sir .\. Milnor caWes 
the Governor-General as follows: 

"Capetown, May 7. — -V fund for the 
relief of sufferers by the Ottawa lire was 
opened in Capetown and ue.-irly ill!. 000 
was suliserilied in tliree days. This is 
not a ricli tc>wn and tlie citizens have 
enormous demamls on their jiurses at the 
present time. The response is due to a 
strong feeling of gratitude for Canadian 
help in the war and appreciation of the 
gallantry of Canadian soldiers. (Signed) 
Mihicr." 

Tlie relief fund for Hull and Ottawa 
sufferers has reached over $1100,000. 



London, May 8.— (4:20 a.m.)— The 
Boers are everywhere retiring before the 
British, e.\copt on the Natal frontier and 
at Mafeking, to the inner circle of their 
defense. They appear determined, not to 
fight until the Kroonstad hills are reach- 
ed. 

Lord Roberts is expected to do another 
forty or fifty miles, and then to wait for 
more time in order to bring up supplies 
and repair the railway. There are one 
or two hints in the despatches from 'the 
front that he may rest for' a few days 
at .Smaldeel. 

Gen. French's 10,000 cavalry have not 
been mentioned in the ofllcial or unolli- 
cial despatches for four days. It is by 
no means likely that he is idle, and the 
conjecture is that he is either detourrng 
towards Kroonstad or raiding the Lady- 
brand district. 

Fifteen thousand British are now ojier- 
nting on tho ■western frontier of the 
Free State. As the deadlock at Warren- 
ton has been broken nnd the Boers are 
retreating there is nothing formidable 
except the distance between Warrenton 
!ind Mafeking. Tho most hopeful ad- 
vices from ^iafeking on April 22 were 
that tho garrison would bo barely able 
to hold out for a month. At that time 
tlio fever was spreading. 

According to advices from Maseru, 
Basutoland, several tlionsnnd Free Stat- 
ers are nortli of Ladybrand, where they 
have collected great h(?rds. The district 
is ricli in food for men and horses, and 
the Boers seem resolved not to move 
northwtird, but to l>e preiiaring to resist 
where they iire. If they are let alone, 
they will menace the line of communica- 
tions after the main British army haV 
passed into the Transvaal. 

Lord Roboris and Lord Kitchener per- 
sonally directed the artillery in the Vet 
river engagement. 

Queen Victoria will send a signed pho- 
tograph to Col. Kekewicli, the hero of 
Kimberley. 

Six thousand four hundred nnd fifty- 
eight troops are now at sea on the way 
to South Africa. No others are under 
orders to go except to fill up the loss of 
the regiments at the front. 

London, May S. — The Lorenzo Mar- 
ques corresiioiideiit of tlie Times says: 
"Commandant Snyman is so alarmed at 
tho prospect of having his );otreat cut 
oir tiiat he has appealed for permission 
to retire northward from * Mafeking to 
intercept Col. Plumer." 

Lady Sarah Wilson wires from Mafe- 
king, under date of April 'Z'l. as follows: 

"Situation unchanged. Garrison is do- 
pressed at there being no sign of relief, 
Imt is as determined as ever to deprive 
tho Boers of a triumph on the western 
border. 

"A case of whiskey realized .$108 at a 
raflle, and a pound of flour was sold at 
auction for two guineas."

NEWS OF VANOOUVEJR. - 

Mr. Mncpherson and the Labor Vote- 
Relief Funds— The Everett's 
Case. 

From Our Own CorresDondcnt. 

Vancouver, May 7.— A prominent build- 
ing contractor has informed the Colonist 
correspondent that as a result of the 
bricklayers' and stone masons' strike in 
Vancouver a local bricklayers and 
stonemasons' \uiion has been formed. At 
a meeting lield oil Salunlay niglit a num- 
ber of bricklayers and stone cutters 
signed the roll, wlum tempmary ollicers 
were chosen and the plans of a new 
union were thoroughly discussed. Tliere 
are 1-1 belonging to the new union now, 
and six more liave promised to join. It 
is alleged that the memliers of the new 
union, who are all permanent residents 
of Vancouver, most of them having fam- 
ilies liave broken away from tlie juris- 
diction of the Trades and Labor roum-il 
to be rid of the intluenee of what are 
called "lloaters." who eome to Vancou- 
ver from outside districts and by their 
ra.lieal iiijudii-ious condui-t injuriously 
allcet the standing, repute, and pros- 
perity of the union. 

Building contractors are of course 
much pleased with tlie turn ot' aflairs, 
as thev will now have all the bnek!a.\,-rs 
and stone cutters they require to carry 
on the work under way, and in contem- 
plation. 

Fraser river cauners are making no se- 
cret of the fact that the alarm caused 
bv the determined attitude of tlie wliite 
lishermeu in combining, presumably to 
kfcp the price of fish very high, has been 
much abated by tho advent of the army 
of Jiipanese immigrants. Three thous- 
and fishermen who went north to hsh 
ill the Skeena and Rivers Inlet will be 
available for the sockeye run; as tho 
northern run will be over when the Fra- 
ser river run commences. These Jap- 
anese have not joined the fishermen's 
union. 

J. II. Watson, a member of the e.\o- 
ciitive of the Trades and Labor Coun- 
cil, and one of the recognized leaders of 
the labor party in Vancouver, was ask- 
ed bv tho Colonist correspondent yester- 
day it: it wore probable that ^Ir. Mac- 
pherson would get the suport of the la- 
bor party, should there be no independ- 
ent labor candidates in the field, Mr. 
Watson said that It was not at all like- 
Iv that Mr. Macphorsou would get tlic 
support of a party that he had deceived; 
that Mr. Macpherson had deliberately 
gone over to the enemy, after continu- 
ously and repeatedly promising tlic la- 
bor party that "he would not, under aii.y 
circumstances, ever become a supported 
of Mr. Martin's. In speaking of the 
prospective labor candidates Mr. Wat- 
son said that owing to the apathy of 
many of the labor unions in the city, 
it was quite probable that there would 
be no independent labor candidates m 
the 'field. 

Onlv ten unions out of thirty-two had 
handed in answers to tho questions ask- 
ed them regarding the labor situation 
in the forthcoming election; these ton 
have been in favor of putting independ- 
ent labor candidates in the field, and ho 
believed that the other 22 unions ■were, 
but the fact that after having three 
weeks to consider thti matter, they were 
too indifferent to take the trouble ot an- 
swering by letter the circular of the 
council showed a lack of interest that 
was rather discouraging to labor men 
who desired to see the labor party nmte 
in placing candidates in the fiehl who 
would uphold as independent labor can- 
didates the labor platform pronuilgnted 
at the Dominion Congress ^f Labor. 

The Mayor and the board of trade 
have offered relief to the Snndon suffer- 
ers. Mayor Pitt of Sandou wired that 
immediate necessities have been looked 
after by neighboring towns, but relief is 
still needed. 

Tlie New Westminster Columbian has 
raised tho sum of 91.000.<J5 for tho Can- 
adian Patriotic Fund. 

Another development has taken place 
in tho Mark Everetts kidnapping case, 
Kveretts Imving been sentenced to 14 
years in the penitentiary for highway 
robbery, a charge made against him over 
a year ago. which resulted in his being 
forcibly taken over the line by Ameri- 
can Sheriff' Weisman and given uj) on 
the Canadian side to Canadian Sheriff 
I>insniore, who is said to have paid 
Weisman $40 for the alleged kidnapping 
Everetts was placed in jail at Kamloops. 
Ho told a fellow prisoner that he was an 
A.merican citizen charged with a crime 
that he never committed, and that he 
had been kidnapped in the States and 
taken over to Canada, and he asked_ the 
prisoner, whose term had just expired, 
to place his cn.se before American Con- 
sul IDudley. ISvcrotts' prison companion 
jiromised to do so and kept his word. 
Consul Dudley became very much inter- 
ested in the case, and after taking vol- 
uminous evidence, sent long reports to 
th.p United States department of justice, 
and it was reported that the British am- 
liassador was consulted by the United 
States authorities regarding the matter. 
Be that as it may, Everetts' trial was 
delayed from time to time, at the request 
of the United States department of just- 
ice, and for this reason he was confined 
to jnil over a year before he was heard 
in his own defence. 

Col. Dudley stated, after looking into 
the Everetts case, that certain Canadian 
otndals had told him that the United 
States government should not delay 
Everetts' trial, for he would bo certainly 
acquitted and that would he an end of 
the case, and he himself had concluded 
from all the evidence he could obtain 
in a crude fashion, that Everetts' crime 
consisted in his having been close by 
when a blacksmith named William Bres- 
sard was robbed near, Niagara, without 
giving BroRsard assistahco; 

Coh Dudley was very much surprised 
last evening on hearing the news that 
Everett hnd been sentenced to 14 years, 
and rendine the evldenco in the Vernon 
News, evidence which up to this time 
he was not awore of. 

He ot once placed himself in communi- 
cation by wire with the United States 
department of justice, and as the kid- 
napping part of the Everetts case has 
not been definitely settled, there may be 
still further devclopraonts. 

There were two charges against Ever- 
etts, one for firing at police ofllcors in 
discharge of their duties, and the other, 
highway robbery. The first charge was 
dismissed.

OTTER'S REPORT. ^ 

Canadian Regiment Keeps XJp Its Good 
Record. 

The following is taken from the report 
of Lieut.-Col. Otter, received at the mil- 
itia department at Ottawa, on May 1, 
under date of March IS: During the 
march which bi'gan on the 13th Febru- 
ary and ended on the 13th inst.i I cannot 
speak too liighly of the conduct general- 
ly of otllcers and men of the Royal Can- 
adian Regiment. Taken altogether, the 
march was a very trying one, without 
tents, or change of. clothing, for many 
days engaged more or lerfs with the en- 
emy, for two-thirds of the time upon 
half rations, subjected to a very hot 
sun, cold nights and several severe rain 
storms. The endurance, courage and 
good spirits of tho battalion was most 
fully tried, and it is with pleasure I have 
to record its having proved Itself fully 
ei|ual to tho strain. 

The battalion Is now resting in con- 
junction with other parts of the army, 
and though still in bivouac is again on 
full rations, to which I have been en- 
abled, with the funds at my disposal, to 
procure a few extra comforts In the way 
of food. 

I regret hoving to report the sentence 
ot F. G. 0. M. on the 12th instant, to 
lifty-six days field imprisonment. No. 2, 
awarded— for stealing a fowl, the pro- 
perty of an Inhabitant. The orders on 
the subject of looting were most strin- 
gent and definite, and while no doubt the 
provocation was great, considering the 
lack of food for tho previous tliree 
weeks, yet, owing to the constant warn- 
ings the men had received, the offence 
cannot, from a military iioiiit of view, 
be palliated. 

In recording the action of the battalion 
on the 27th ultimo, I find that a very im- 
portant event was omitted by me, viz., 
the personal inspection by the F.M.C. 
in G., Lord Robiuts. at his own retiuest 
on the afternoon of tliat day. The Field 
Marshal, in nfldrcssing the battalion, ex- 
<i)ressed his great satisfaction with its 
conduct on the ISth and 27tli instants, 
his pleasure in having them under his 
command, and liis bidief that tho sur- 
render of General Croiije and bis forces 
had been accelerated by its action of 
this morning. 

By the parade state it will be seen that 
the strength of the battalion is very 
much reduced through the large num- 
ber of the sick and wounded. Those, 
however, are doing well, so far as I am 
al:le to learn, hut my reports for the 
past months have in that direction ne- 
cessarily hecn-niost meagre. 

Mr. E. F. I'ullen, of Toronto, former- 
ly u clerk in one of the Qu(?en City 
hanks, who went to South Africa at his 
own expense, 1ms turned up at Bloem- 
fontein on March 2, and was taken by 
Lieut.-Col. Otter on the strength of 
"C" Company.

TO WORK AS WEAVISnS. 

Eastern United States Manufacturoris 
Encourage the Immigration of 
.Tapauese. 

The big Btcnmer Tosn-maru, of the N. 
Y. K. ling, came iu from the Orient on 
Sunday morning, with quite a numerous 
cDntingont of .Tapanesi? iniinigraiits 
aboard— although less tiiiin half the 
number she had boon reported to be 
bringing. As a matter of fact her com-

there has lieen absolutely no attempt to 
bring the different sections of the party 
into line with the object of taking con- 
certed action. Then again, even if some 
group of reformers may be bent upon 
desperate courses, they have not at their 
command sulUeieiit supjdies of money to 
defray the oxiienses of initial prepar- 
ations. Disorganized nud destitute of 
money, the reforinei-s are not prepared 
for any serious enterprise, for the pres- 
ent at all events. The utmost they can 
ilo just now is to annoy the lOniiiress 
l-'owager and her advisers by addressing 
telegraphio protests and circulating wild 
rumors. But as fur the future of the 
reform movement, the Kobe Herald's in- 
formant is strongly inclined to believe 
that the new ideas and doctrines dissem- 
inated by Kang Yuwei and his followers 
are steadily gaining ground among the 
younger portions of the educated Chi- 
nese especially in the south, and that 
sooner or later the movement will as- 
sume such dimensions as will stagger 
the reactionary courtiers in i'eking. The 
idea which is uppareutly gaining ground 
among the reformers is said to be the 
creation of a reformed China by wrest- 
ing from the Munchu dynasty the prov- 
inces iu the Yangtze valley and to tho 
south of it. The idea is not new; it has 
been kept in view by the leading re- 
formers during the past few years. 
Ilitiierto it has been carefully kept, 
however, in the back ground us an alter- ' 
native on which to fall back only in case 
it shall have been found impossible to 
attain the object of reform under the 
Mauchu dynasty. The increasing re- 
pressive policy of the Peking govern- 
ment seems to have convinced llie re- 
form leaders that the only hope of salva- 
tion for their country lies iu the adop- 
tion of the course indicated above. 

When the Tosa completes her present 
round trip she is to go into the hands of 
the shipbuilders fur reconstruction, the 
[lurpose of her owners being to convert 
her into a passenger liner specially de- 
signed for the tourist trade, to which 
—as well as freighting between Ameri- 
can and Japanese ports— the A'. X. K. 
lieople are now giving attention. On her 
present trip over, the Tosa brought a 
small cargo of the usual Oriental com- 
modities, and encountered no serioe.s 
weather. Slie passed the lUojuii-maru 
all well and five days out, but saw noth- 
ing of the big Dalny Vostok, which had 
left several days before her and should 
long ere this have made her appearance 
hero.

K'lin^,' north liy rail and the rtiier uiuU>r 
General Hamilton i.s keeping a nearl.V 
parallel course, thouRli it is eonvcr^'inK 
on that of Lord RoliertH. llauiiltmi 
started from Tbaba N'chu almost simul- 
taneously with Robcrt.s' doparturo from 
Bloomfontcin. 'The two columns woro 
then 40 miles apart Bach of them has 
udvancod nearly 70 miles and they are 
Tiow 19 miles apart, and have n railway 
fonnocti<in -with each other. Hamilton 
is at Winburg. From this town a main 
highway runs to Kroonsta^. The dis- 
tance is substantially the same as from 
Snialdeel .Tunction, where Roberts now 
is,, namely, 05 miles. The Zand river, to 
M'lilch tlie enemy have retired, is about 
3l) niiliv from the .Tunction. It is a 
tributary of tlu> Vvl. It is said that the 
bridge over the Zand has boon di'stroycd, 
■which is very pri>!)able: but this is not 
likely to delay the advance any li)n,L;or 
than the destruetioii of the Vet bridj^o 
did, which was only about 24 lionrts. 

The Associated Press correspondent 
.wnhts to know- why General Duller is 
not co-operating in this advance.

\'ery intereistinf,' news comes from the 
.Western frontii.'r. The enemy have been 
driven out of t'ourteen Streams and our 
troops hare encamped on the north side 
of the Vaal. Fourteen Streams ia the 
name of the place where the railway 
crossos the Vaal, and the Transvaal fron- 
tier is here very close to the railway. So 
.that our troops Ijeinj; north of the river 
are now in all probability across the 
(Transvanl border. DoubUess trains will 
soon be eroasing the Vaal, and it is not 
likely that the enemy will make any at- 
tempt at resisting; the opening' of the lir.e 
to Mafeking. The distance is about 170 
miles. We are inclined to tlUuk that the 
force which has been opposing us at 
Fourteen Streams will retire in the direc- 
tion of Pretoria.

It was evidently con- 
ceived in :) niomeiiT. lis author ratlier 
llllrxl)Cl•t(>dl.^ found liim.self in the pre- 
I'liersliip and made haste to announce a 
policy. There is very little doubt that 
when he saw that policy in cold type 
tlio next iiioniing after hp gave it to tho 
rirdoiiist in ;ui interview, ho wished he 
had taken ii little time; but it apparent- 
ly is his maxim: "In for a penny, in for 
n fionnd, and so he stuck by his original 
blunder in his more formal manifesto 
given to the public through tie columns 
of the Vaiiconver World.

in favor of a particidar piece of rail- ( 
way and stated it to be his policy to 
build it as a government work. Even 
in regard to this he niateriitlly altered 
his original propoeltion. In his Colon- 
ist intervisw ho qnallfled his declaration 
by the statement that the province might 
look to the Dominion for aid in the con- 
struction Of .Uits ltae;;but;ln,hiS;publi8h- 
od card he throwa this W the Vlnds and 
pledges himself to build the railway no 
matter whether tho Dominion will aid it 
or not. At the lowest subsidy given by 
the Dominion to railways the aid that 
would be forthcoming to the Ooast- 
Kootenay line -would exceed a million 
dollars, and If the subsidy usually given 
to u development line was granted, the 
amount would exceed two millions, 
while if the same aid was extended as 
was given to the Crow's Nest Pass rail- 
way the amoiuit would be over throe 
millions. Mr. Martin had these matters 
ill mind wlien he gave his interview to 
tlie Colonist; but when two days after 
hi' read in the Colonist that there was 
not the slightest ground for him to ex- 
pect Dominion aid to his project and thi? 
reasons given for such a view,' he pro- 
ceeded in the most cheerful manner pos- 
sible to throw tlu'se uiillions to the winds 
ami promise to carry out his scheme 
without them. i''irst he wanted g'lvern- 
inent construction of railways with Do- 
minioii assistance; but in the twinkling 
ot an ey<> he dis;iiissed all thought of 
federal aid and resolved that the prov- 
ince should go it alone. Of course if it 
is true (hat ",loe does not mean it any- 
liiiw." a matter of one, two or three mil- 
lions < iits no tigure; but sensible people, 
when Ihey are asked to vote for snjiport- 
ers of a premier who is so reckless as 
Mr. Martin has shown himself to be in 
this matter, will doubtless decline to do 
so. 

We do not wish to bo understood as 
cliarging Mr. Martin with insincerity in 
la.ving down his "government owner- 
ship" platform. Wf only s;iy Ihiil the 
cavalier manner in which be threw av'ay 
the expectation of federal assistance, the 
liglit and airy manner in fvhich he talks 
of committing the province to an ex- 
penditure that may be ,«;10,000,000, .Sl.'),- 
000,(\m or S20,000,(M)0, and may be an 
engineering impossibility, at l(.'ast so far 
as lie kno'.vs, stamps him as unlit for 
political leadership and is exactly of a 
piece with tho hasty work of the session 
of 1S!)9, -vlii<^h he lias been in sudi baste 
to undo ever since it was iiassed. In 
irliili Mr. Martin is utterly reckless. He 
promises things on the spur of the mo- 
ment without stopping to count tho cost. 
He pushes measures through the house 
without half considering their effect. 
Let it lie granted that be is lionest as a 
public man, he is none tlie less danger- 
ous. His wliole career in this province 
is one of error, so far as the public are 
concerned, and in nothing has this been 
more manifest than in his railway 
policy. 

IMPERIAL CONSOLIDATION. 

In considering the <iueBtio-<i of Imperial 
coiisoliibition, \Ve must not allow our- 
selves to be led away by phrases, no 
matter how wtdl they may fill the mouth 
or gratify the ear. No scheme ot Im- 
perial tuiion will be of service unless it 
is calculated to moot actual, practical 
needs. The ccdonies are nothing if not 
priicticnl. 'I'liey have neitlier leisure nor 
taste for ncademicnl discussion. They 
desire to assist in the consolidation of 
the Empire, but will not be led by more 
phrase-makers. Talk to them of an Im- 
perial Oommonwenltli, and they will ask 
you what an imperial commonwenlth is. 
Propose representation in an Imperial 
Council and they will ask what sort of 
a council it is to bo, what it is to deal 
with and what is to be the basis of re- 
presentation. It occurs to us tliat most 
of tlie Iiiip(M-ialists are christening the 
liaby before it is born, at wiiieh stage, 
as every one knows, there is always 
room for considerable doubt as to the 
sex of the infant, if nothing else. Two 
classes of people are (■onc(»niing tliem- 
selves about Imperial consolidation. One 
is composed of certain people of leisure 
wlio write line articles for superfine 
periodicals, and the other of practical 
men who realize that the Anglo-Saxon, 
whether he is Imu'ii in Britain or Can- 
nila or Australia, is first of all a prac- 
tical person, who wants to know bijfore 
he d(H's anything -what it is he is aske<I 
to do. Imperial consolidation mttst bo 
gradual. To attempt to force it ■will 
only retard tho desired object. It must 
be felt to be a necessity and the method 
in which it shall be brought about must 
be that which the needs of the limes call 
for. ■'.'J^i'^'i; 

The Uritisli Empire was not made. 
It is not the result ot a conception in 
I he mind of nny statesman or tho con- 
clusinn ot a group of statesmen. It has 
been built nj) through years and by a 
variety of influences. The genius of 
the Uritiah people docs not find its best 
expression in cut and dried schemes. It 
has never done so and it never will do 
so. And just ns the British constitu- 
tion is not a written document, to which 
we can refer ns to a dictionary when the 
need arises, but is tho product of cen- 
turies of precedents, so.it is j useless for 
an dilettante politicians or ' ndadomica! 
writers for the reviews to attempt to lay 
down the lines which the British peo- 
ple will follow in determining the fu- 
ture relations of the comptmcnt parts of 
the Empire. The Empire is 'and' will 
continue to be, ond.from year to yeat 
its cnnHtitiition'VlIl adapt itself to snch 
exigencies ns may arise. ■:■ -x , : .

Mr« Martin Reads Nanalmo

The Platform on Which Mr. W. 
W- B. Mclnnes is Seeking 
Election. 



At his meeting at Kaslo last week' 
I'remior Martin was asked a number of 
|)ointcd questions. The Kootenalnn re- 
ports the questions and answers as fol- 
lows: 

"It is well kuown that Joe Martin and 
Ralph Smith love eadi other with an af- 
fection passing the love of woman. At 
the Premier's meeting here some one sent 
him up a (scries of questions. Below will 
be found questions and answers; 

■■Q. — Is it correct, as reported that 
Uiilph Smith in reply to a speech of 
Joseph ^Martin in the house in the ses- 
sion of 11)00 used the following language 
in regard to Mr. Martin: That he con- 
sidered Mr. -Martin an egotit^tical, boiu- 
bastio deinagogue, capable of any sacrl- 
lice of pledge; and principles, ready to 
violate all ubligatioiia of honor or secrecy, 
a melodramatic political buffoon (laugh- 
ter) Is Mr. Smith a high olllcial in la- 
bor organizations'.' Is lie now a candi- 
date iu the interests of the Hon. Mr. 
Martin. 

"The Premier replied: As to. thai first 
question I really do not ktiow. I did not 
hear him (Sinithi say it, but very likely 
he did. He made a very strong attack ou 
mo in the houBU. 1 do not know that it 
is important what Mr. Ralph Smith said 
in that way. I am not at all responsible 
for it. If he did, and if he is, as he 
claims, 0. friend of labor, ho was attack- 
ing another strong friend of labor. As 
to the second question, I do not know 
anything about bis position in labor or- 
ganizations. I believe he is secretary of 
the Miners' Uuiou nt Knnaimo, 

"AnHwering the% third question, the 
I'remier ivas emphatic In declaring that 
Risllih .Sallh wa.s not a follower of his.

FA.THER ORTH. 



Sketch of the Career of the New Catho- 
lic Bishop. 

The Catholic Sentinel tniblisbra the fol- 
lowing sketch of Rev. Father Orth, who 

in shortly to ho consecrated Catholic 
Bishop of Vancouver Island: 

"FatJier Orth was horn on December 
f), IS-IS, at Algert, near Colofme. He 
studied at the University of Cologne, tlic 
American College and the University of 
Ijotivain. On July 25, 1872, he was or- 
dninc^l priest nt Brussels and immediate- 
ly stalled for the mission fields ou the 
sIioro.H of the Pacific, his companion on 
the journey to hia new field of labor be- 
in;; Father "Vorhaag, now pastor of Bak- 
er Cit.v. Soon after arriving in Port- 
land Father Orth was appointed assist- 
ant teacher nt 'St. Michael's College, 
then presided over by Right Rev. Bishop 
Glorieux of Idaho. After a shortjtcrui 



in tho <'ollegc l''ntlier Orth was sent to 
tho Umatilla Indian reservation, reach- 
iiiir that 'iilaco in the fall of 1873. As 
nust^iouary and teacher ho labored there 
fur two years, after w'hich he was sent 
to. Camp Harney, ' in what is now Har- 
ney county. Father Orth served there 
as acting cluiplain of the post,: a part o£ 
his duties being \\-ith°tbevIn<3iass.oaitite 
neigliboriiig reservations. 'After thc dose 
of the Indian troubles in'tbat part of the 
state, nud the consequent labaiidoumcnt 
of tho po.st by the government, he was 
appointed by Most Rov. F. X. Blanchet, 
then , Archbishop of Oregon City, to the 
('anyon City parish, where be erected 
a .'-iciiool and taught t!ie Catholic children 
of that place until 1S77, when he wan re- 
called to Portland iind n|>|)ointed assist- 
ant til Very Rev. Father Fierens. V.G.. 
pastiir of tbe catbe<Iral, formerly located 
at Third ajid Stark streets. Here he 
renniined until 1SS.">. when he was iu- 
slrncled by tlie ArchbiKliui) to estiiblish ii 
new parisli in South Portland, now 
l;aown as St. Ijawrence parish. Tbe work 
was taken np with charac.-teristii; energy 
ami within a short time tbe paistor of St. 
Lawrence hiiil erected ii cluircb costing 
.'>1."').I)(H», a ri-sidence costing !i;;?,500, and 
an assembly hall costing ,<:."),000. All 
these bnililings are tinely adapted to par- 
ish work and absolutely out of debt. 

As a man of executive powers and 
bnniness capacity. Father Orth has al- 
ways lieen conspicuous in the Oregon 
diocese. He was associatod in the work 
of erecting tho old cathedral at TBiird 
and Stark streets, which was quite an 
undprtaking at that date. Ho bad gcn- 
ernl nisMiagenicnt of the work of erecting 
tlic line new St. Vincent hospital, a cred- 
it to tbe city iiiiil state. 

ll was also ninler his supervision tliiit 
the archieiiiscopal ret^idence ut Si.\teeiith 
and Dttvis streets w-as erected and pre- 
sented to the late .\rclilii.sboii .(Iross on 
the o.'Ciision of tbe jubilee celebration of 
his lOpisropal consecration.

The annual e.\penses of the city of 
New York are larger than those of any 
other municipality in the world, and the 
linancial transactions of a year represent 
tbe receipt and expenditure of more than 
!>'JOO,-0(.IU,IXMI, conntin^' temporary loans, 
Kinking funds and boiul itisius. The 
gross budget of the citv for 18;)'.) was 
.1:20,0000,000 greater than tbe expenses 
of the city of London, !j;i8,000,0OO in ex- 
cess of the budget of I'aris, and only 
."j;!, 000.0(11 1 less than the combined ex- 
penditures of Boston, Cbicngo and Phila- 
delphia. 

The expenses i>f Xew York last year 
for local pnrposet^, exchi.sive of bond is- 
.snes, anMOiiited to .'jilO.uti per cajiita of an 
eslimated jiopulation of ;i.nOO,000. Tbe 
combiiieil annual expenditures of tbo six 
largest states in the Union are less than 
tliose of the city of New York, and the 
linancial transactions of tho latter are 
ociual iu amount to one-seventh of those 
of the national government. 

The credit of the city, it may bo stat- 
ed at the outeet, is second only to that 



ot the federal government, and the prop- 
erty owned by the municipality, if sold 
at market value, would pay the entire 
funded debt several times over. ; .• 
The consolidation . of . 90 municipalities 
with the former city of New York ■was 
tlie culmination of a sentiment so fixed 
ujion an idea t!mt there had boon little 
careful Tockoiiiug of the cost. The 
municipality, by taking in the extra ter- 
ritory and populittion, doubled its debt, 
added less tbiH! yne-fourtb to its tangible 
assets, and increased the cost of local 
government .^L^jOOO.OOO a year. This 
added cost is the price psiid by the tax- 
payeiH for a sentiment and for baste and 
carelet^sness in the work completing con- 
.solidation. The cost of governmont for 
the enlarged city was in ISO!) approxi- 
mately .•};iri,()00,000 more than tho com- 
bined expenditures of the various muni- 
cipalities for tbe last year of their sep- 
arate existence. This increase was ex- 
cosgivo and altogether unnecessary to the 
maintenance of thorough and progressive 
government.— Hon. Bird S. Color, in Ap- 
pletous' Popular Science Monthly for 
May.

Fiirtlier details of the '-sensational 
lynching in Southern .tVlnska, first news 
of •wiich was given by the Cottage City 
and published in Sunday^s Colonist, v.'erc 
made available by the return to A'ic- 
toria yesterilay of tlie C. -I'. X. Co. 
Danube, with such pnrtiuulars as give 
the tragedy a truly Brat £[arte ilavon 
although the prince of -mining camp de 
scriiitive has never allowed his fancy to 
soar to such heights of improbability 
are unfolded iu the facts of this story of 
Northern justice summarily executed. 

For Martin Sievertx, the central figure 
in the unpreci'dented case, was not 
lynched in accurdaiue with the crude 
ethics of mining cainp justice, but died 
in accordaiiie uitU his own reuuest — for 
the good of the community and the con- 
venience of all couoorned. 

It is I. H. Nelson, manager of the 
Litnyii Bay (Jidd JlUning Co., for which 
organization all coiueriiod in the case 
were workers, who tells the story in its 
fantastic detail, .and as truth is stran- 
ger than tiction its accuracy must pass 
unchalletigcd. 

He relates .Lhat.Sievertz, a miner with 
something i>f a reputation as a bad man 
and a reckless one, had "gone broke" in 
the course of a. protracted drinking b')ut, 
to which a card -game with high stakes 
on the table was incidental. He had the 
gaming fever on him, and reiiairing to 
the catiin .al a <co-workor, Steve Fodigo 
by iiaiiie, endeavored to possess liiiiiself 
of the savings of which he knew the fru 
gal and toniiierate miner was possessed 
h'edi.go naturally resisted dospoilation, 
and Sievertz shot him dead. 

Imniodiately there was an inrush of 
the other .pcQiile of the canii), annised to 
e.xcit^^id action by the pistol shot, and tlie 
partially sobered perpetrator of the 
crime was found with the still-smoking 
revolver in his grasi). He met the 
threatening ero-vil deliantly, and firetl 
aguiu at IS'els Ghristonsen, who led the 
Iio.sse. JN'els .fell, ' but only .stunned— not 
seriously injured. 

'Ilii^n «trong arms hurled the murder- 
er, gambler, rioter and thief to the 
ground, and bound his arms against fur- 
ther iiiiscliief. 

All hour. later the company's store held 
an -excited throng of stern, rough men, 
two tlickeriiig oil lamps giving light to 
the deliberations of a tyiiioiil miners 
met'tiug to determine the procedure with 
regard - to the deliverance of Sievertz in- 
to the liands of > justice. He with roped 
hands w.as ;an . interested but silent spec- 
tator. 

IVihs :aad cons were debated at length; 
v;j)-joiis jaTiiM>Qsitions were advanced; 
m.'u(y lamented the time that -would he 
lo^^t lund the responsibility that would be 
incurred in .tfaei 'deliverance of the prisoa- 
er into the hands of organized law. Fin 
ally to .the .-siirprlse of the' assembly tin 
prisoner himself retpKJsted leave to make 
a jiractical .suggestion that would simpiify 
the diliicult.v. I'erniisfiioii was promptly 
granted, and bowing iiwkwartUy to the 
chair, Sievertz explained himself. 

"Y.OU SCO it's Uiis way," ho proceetlcd, 
"I .shot the man. and all you 'uns know 
it. I'm not trying to crawl, and I don't 
waut to juit ..you to any more expense 
and bother than the law allows. I don't 
;;ay I'd iiave shot him if I hadn't been 
running wild a bit myself, but that's 
neither iicre .nor there, and that's got 
notiing to, do -.with the case now. If 1 
was one of you chaps I'd fcid the same 
as you, and want to'(Iisi)(ise of the thing. 
That suits me. I don't want you lug- 
ging ine nroiiiid .the country to hang me 
with a slierilT and all the triiiiniin's. ,Tust 
hitch your little rope over the iieari'st 
tree you can find, and it'll .suit ine." 

As soon as the miners had recovered 
from t.beir nstonislinient they readily ad- 
mitted file soiimlaess of the self-con- 
demned one's logic. To protect tlieni- 
Helves, hojvover, some one suggested that 
Sierertz .should sign a statement, and to 
Ibis he readily acquiesced. 

"Give -me a bit of jMjper," he said, and 
ooujg granted freedom of hand and arm 
he proceeded to "fix Up the thing proper." 

I'hi- statement that he penned was 
terse, but sullicieiit— an . admission of the 
atienijit to rob, an adniis.sion of tlie mur- 
der, an acluiowledgiiieiit of the justice of 
death as his own puiiiNiiiiient. 

Then as he .observed that be "didn't see 
Ibi- use of any more i)rcliiiirnaries," his 
fellow-miners went .nit with him into tlie 
nioonlighfand he wari hanged by the neck 
until deiid. 

He ilied calmly and williont a sugges- 
tion of weaktuiing— it was "the right 
thing for tJie Ijnys to do," hi! agri.'ed— and 
his depohition tiled at .runcaii would be 
"all the courts and lawyers would need."

The .Syno'J oi BriUeh Columbia .in con- 
nection with the Presbyterian church in 
Canada, inc't in St. I'aul's church. Nel- 
son, on WediK.'sday, -May 1. Tlie Rev. 
U. C. .McQuci'jj, B.A., of IOdi\iontoii, re 
tiring moderator, jueached the opening 
sermon, and the liev.. G. A. Wilson, B. 
A., of Vancouver, was elected to suc- 
ceed him. 

As is nttiiig in ,'i synod having juris 
diction over so vast and new a terrj 
tory the home mission coiiiiniltee's re- 
|)ort was a prominent: feature of the pro- 
ceedings. It .showed tJiat during' the year 
IT new mission iiolds had been taken up, 
an increase to which every presbytery 
hail contributed its share. There are at 
present under the care of the svnnd So 
mission fiQlds. -tvith 312 preaching stu 
tious. Four fields passed from the care 
of the committee, two becoming aug- 
mented charges and two others, Fernio 
and Phoenix, becoming self-sustaining 
congreirations. The work in the Yukon 
and Northern British Columbia, which 
has liitlierto been managed directly from 
the central oflico iu Toronto, has been 
transferred to this synod, and placed 
under the care of Westininstor jiresby- 
tery. Last year the home mission coiii- 
iiiittee sp..Mit .$18..'J72. The estimates for 
this year, including .Sl-l.ti,")!) for the Yu- 
kon and .'?l,r)00 for work among the tial- 
iciaiis and other recent immigrants iu 
Alberia, are .'j;28,l.j0. 

Another entouruging ami interesting 
rojiort w-as that presented by t!ie Sab- 
bath school committee, it was present- 
ed by the Ilev. ,L A. Logan, convener, 
and showed an increase in the uuniber 
of schools of .'33. There are now SO,") re- 
gular Sabbath hchool workers, who have
